Trends Of Kducation Is 
Described By Speaker 



Tlie influence of the monastery 
on mo<lern educnlion and Its func- 
tions was the subieet of a talk giv- 
en by Dr, Scott Burlianan, visiting 
professor of liberal art; at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, yesterday aft- 
ernoon In Memorial hall. 

The modern conception of the 
monastery is ba.^ed upon three pre- 
mises, Doctur Buclinnan told his 
.ludicnce. They were romantic, 
they furnished a means of escape 
from the reallUea ot life, and they 
were places of corruptloo. 

Pointing out that the monastery 
actually gave modem civilization 
much of its basic groundwork, the 
speaker declared that our "educa- 
kioual chaos" might be clarified if 
we applied the monastic pclnelple 
in our everyday lives. 

Doctor Buchanan, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee appointed by 
Pres. Robert Hutchins, of Chicago, 
to investigate the fimctions of high- 
er education, declared that this 
uroup was working out the answer 
to two questions. Fust, wl.al is the 
aim of a libeial education.' and. 
second, what is a liberal educa- 
tion? The recovery of European 
tradition and lu transmittance to 
this cotmtry, was an answer to the 
iirst question, he said. 

Our work is to correlate and 
simpUly tile aims of the liberal 
jLti6 and to put it into a four-year 
course which would Include the last 
two years of high school and the 
first two of college," Doctor Buch- 
anan declared. 

' VVe love and hate, are attracted 
by, and lear the monastery." lie 
continued. He compared our feel- 
ing toward that institution with 
Freud's theory of mother love, de- 
clarUig, "we really end up with a 
feeling of hatred for it." 

"Classics, ' he told his audience, 
are books with the greatest num- 
ber of readeis, with the greatest 
number of possibilities for inter 
pretation, and books which Influ- 
ence the understanding of other 
books." 

The monastery and its culture is 
mainly responsible for many of our 
modern Institutions, Clocits, hos- 
pitals, nationalism and political 
theory, the library, the factory, and 
many other factors sprang from 
the monastic Influence, he said. 

Doctor Buchanan, who previous- 
ly has taught at Harvard and at 
the University of Virginia, was in- 
troduced by Prof. G. G. Leckie, act 
ing head of tlie department of plui- 
osophy.

She died at the age of eight years 
Friday at the University poultry 
farm, where she had been In soll- 
lary for the past three weeks. 

And oh. how L-16S will be missed 
—tm she was tlie third highest 
producing hen on record. Diu-ing 
her long life time, MM had Md 
1,487 eggs, and the Mghial ea re»- 
ord is only 1JI18. 

For seven years of her life she 
averaged laying 216 eggs per year, 
hut she had only laid two eggs this 
.season. This hen Is considered vary 
old to the poMNty weeld, %m m 
elght-year-dd hen ta eqMt la a 
90-ve«r-old human. 

L-ies had been ill for three 
weeks, but a post mortem, per- 
formed by Dr. J. Holmes Murtto 
and Dr. Floyd Hull revealed noth- 
ing to the way of dlBsasss.
